The ammonium nitrate had 
been manufactured in three Gov- 
ernment-owned ordnance plants 
for use in munitions. The end- 
ing of the war permitted the ni- 
trate to be exported as a len- 
lizer.

300 Lawyers at Hearing.

Senate sponsors of President Tru- 
man’s new “moderate income” 
housing plan led it confidently to- 
ward its first hurdle today. 

Senators Sparkman (Dem.), Ala-| 
bama, and Maybank Dem.), South 
Carolina, said in advance of a 
meeting of a Senate Banking sub- 
committee that they were ready 
to make “some changes” in the 
measure in an effort to obtain 
approval by the group. 

The bill would provide low-in- 
terest home loans to families of 
moderate income. 

Another housing measure to aid 
the same population group was 
introduced in the House yesterday 
by Representative Hays Dem.), 
Arkansas. His bill would allow 
cities and local governments to 
take over some 254,000 units of 
federal “temporary” housing. 

Under present law, most of 
these structures built between 
1940 and 1947 are to be torn down 
by next Jan. 1. Hays says most 
all of them are being lived in. 

Hays’s bill also provides for 
disposition of some 135,000 units 
of permanent type housing 
through sale to local public hous- 
ing agencies and the * oc- 
cupants.

Development of the bomb should not be per- 
mitted to interfere with America’s program to 
find useful ways to control atomic energy. A 
report of the Atomic Energy Commission, issued 
the day the President made his hydrogen bomb 
announcement, referred to “deficiencies that 
continue to exist in scope and speed of 
operations.” » 

These “deficiencies in scope and speed” need 


to be overcome. Building a hydrogen bomb is 
no substitute for atomic energy power plants, 


which some time in the distant future might re- 
move some of the economic causes of -wars. It 
is no substitute for the radioactive tracers which 
have proved of immeasurable value in many 
scientifie and industrial fields. 

It is varticularly vital that the development of 
a hydrogen bomb, and the other activities of the

hardwood. Wood of this type is 
usually artificially seasoned 80 
it’s very important that you keep 
it very dry from the time you 
buy it until it is transformed into 
whatever you are building.

Is Revolution of the Machine Coming? 


Prof. Norbert Wiener Believes It Is —Foresees Day When Robots Will Take Over Most Jobs

The man behind these apparent 


fantasies is no crackpot. He has 
been accused of sensationalism, 
but no one denies that he is one 
of America’s foremost mathema- 
ticians. An intense, cherubic fig- 
ure with a goatee, a mustache, a 
thick pair of horn-rimmed tri- 
focals and something of a paunch, 
Missouri-born Dr. Wiener, now 56 
2 old, has been on the faculty 
of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology for 30 years. 


He helped perfect radar and 
anti-aircraft fire control, and has 
authored volumes that only fellow- 
mathematicians can understand. 
At the moment he’s at work re- 
ducing the functions of man’s 
nervous system to a series of 
mathematical formulae. The fig- 
ures, once complete, should help 
other scientists to build machines 
that think and feel. They may 
also be equipped to do virtually 
any unskilled and semi-skilled 
function now performed by flesh- 
and-blood workers. 


Although these hair-raising pos- 
sibilities appear to spell out noth- 
ing less than a second industrial 
revolution, they are not as im- 
probable as they sound. Com- 
puters developed since’ 1940 not 
only can add, subtract, multiply 
and divide, but do all these things 
and more far faster man men can 
pose the problems. Each step 
takes about one-thousandth of a 
second. The ‘machines know how 
to use typewriters /and the latest

The professor’s hands were 
clasped now and his ruddy cheeks 
were aglow in a high pink as he 
warmed up to the subject: 

“This thing, all the know-how, 
would, at war’s end, be 


business men—I don't say intelli- 
= business men—could seize 

opportunity to take a swift 
— before prices took a 
plunge.” 

Unlike many scientists who 
hesitate to talk of problems once 
they ve popped out of the con- 
fines of their own. bailiwick, Dr. 
Wiener carried through to the 
bitter end: : 

“We could, of course, passively 
or actively kill people off,” he 
ventured, “but people have a 
prejudice against being killed off. 
When they're hungry they'll throw 
a brick through the grocery win- 
dow. If we want to live with 
this thing, we’re going to have to 
value human beings for human 
beings. The competitive value of 
a man’s services stands to vanish 
and we'll have a welfare state on 
a big, big scale.” 

Who, according to the profes- 
sor, would lose his job in the age 
of the super-machine? 

“Almost all factory work at a 
purely repetitive level will go,” 
he predicts. “Those things are 
going out like workers in a chem- 
ical factory are already out. In 
these big oil-cracking plants all 
you have is two or three men. 


Seams and so on. Packing is 
probably being done by machines 
already and testing for bad 
threads and tears should be pos- 
sible by photo-electrie scanning. 
They're scanning the color of 
canned peaches right now!” 
What about office workers? 
“As far as white collar work is 


concerned,“ Dr. Wiener says, I'm 


taking it for granted that the 
automatie factory is going to do 
its own accounting without human 
interference.” He is doubtful 
whether pretty stenographers will 
soon be made obsolete by ma- 
chines, as some of his colleagues 
believe, but believes that it is 
well within the realm of the pos- 
sible. Offhand, he can see no 
reason why new super-models of 
machines such as typewriters 
shouldn’t take over everything 
but the imagination and judgment 
of the executive who is dictating 
a letter. 

“They say a machine will be 
able to do an orchestration,” he 
continued, “but it'll probably not 
be worth listening to. It could 
probably make a low-grade movie 
but it might not be fit to see.

I) has been “asked” to tell what 
would happen in the event of an 
air duel between a B-36 bomber 
and a Navy Banshee. In short, 
science would appear to be on the 
threshhold of mechanizing every- 
thing but the brains that give the 
machines problems to solve. 


How do the mechanical giants 
do their work? None but the 
mathematically trained could 
hope to understand the whole 
process, but its key is the ability 
of the machines to speak and 
comprehend a special language of 
numbers. They not only combine 
these numbers but make decisions 
on what to do with them. The 
machines will do one thing if of- 
fered a certain number and an- 
other if a different number is fed 
to them on tape. 


“You can easily apply it to the 
automatic assembly line,” said Dr. 
Wiener. “If such and such a 
wrench has been turned the ma- 
chine will tell that such and such 
a bolt is not in place. An auto- 
mobile assembly line is a succes- 
sion of decisions of this sort.” 


x X * 


URTHER refinements are im- 
minent. 

The chess playing machine is 
very near,” the M. I. T. mathema- 
tieian reported. “It’s not going 
to play a perfect game but it'll 
play a respectable game. That’s 
more important than you think. 
If you can use it to play chess 
you can also use it to play an 
economic or a social game. It’s 
a matter of enforcing decisions 
against other decisions.

ever lived was old Aesop, 
who wrote the fables all of 
us learned as children. You may 


0 NE of the wisest men who 


remember one of his stories— -- 


the one about the father and 
son who were walking along the 
reed one day leading a donkey. 

As they walked, the first per- 
son they met laughed at them 
and criticized them for leading 
an unloaded beast. So, the 
father mounted the animal and 
the boy remained on foot. Then 
they met a man who rebuked 
the father for while his 
child walked; so the father got 
off and helped the son on. As 
they proceeded this way, an- 
other passerby objected to the 
boy riding while his old father 
had to walk. They solved this 
problem of both getting up on 
the donkey. 

Then it wasn’t very long be- 
fore some humane person 
stopped them once more and 
complained because they were 
overloading the helpless little 
creature. By this time they 
were so bewildered that they 
didn’t know quite what to do. 
And, after thinking a while, 
they tied the donkey’s feet to- 
gether and, putting a strong 
pole between its legs, they car- 
ried it upside down from their 
shoulders. 

Of course, the very next per- 
son who saw them called out at 
them because they were stupid 
enough to be carrying a beast 
of burden. Although they were 
halfway across a bridge, they 
put the animal down while they 
thought what to do next. Con- 
fused by the pole and its tied 
legs, the donkey tripped, fell 
off the bridge into the water 
and was drowned.

It is therefore im- 
portant that you learn how to 
live so that you will not allow 
criticism to annoy you; so that 
it won't get under your skin. 

It will help, first of all, to get 
some great words into your 
mind. I have quoted these 
words before and expect to 
quote them many times again. 
They are: “Thou wilt keep him 
in perfect peace whose mind is 
stayed on Thee.” That means, 
fix your mind on God and un- 
der all circumstances do what 
you think God would want you 
to. Then you can become ob- 
jective about criticism, viewing 
it with plain common sense.
